Vo  3  >rve  an  u  soldier  means  to  carry  out  one's  duties  ao 
tbe  Smoeror'a  right  hand.  iAitie.s  are  naturally  accomuanled 
by  r  'snonaibilltleo.  Vherefore,  ovi?ry  officer  in  vl  >ir  of 
the  responsibility  be  v-earo,  shall  exert  his  utmost.  nfiorts 
to  execute  his  duties  nositively  and  boldly.  It  goes  without 
saying  that  ull  officers  concerned  in  any  undertaking  should 
continually  keen  in  close  contact  v  ith  each  oth- r*  however, 
relying  on  others  or  looxing  to  suoeriors  for  instructions 
in  every  little  natter,  xhua  hesitating  in  the  execution  of 
an  order  or  trying  to  ovudo  one’s  o*  n  ro3 Jonsibility,  is  l  <i- 
oer-ilssible. 

At  thn  name  ti">e  aioorior  officers  should  lay  much  attention 
to  the  guidance  o;  this  subordinates,  and  always  looking 
through  and  into  changes  in  a  situation,  most  exoreos  their 
intentions  distinctly  co  t’>em  so  t!  at  they  «-ill  be  realized 
thoroughly;  must  supervise  the-;  >«  rtinontl*r  an  1  resoect 
their  responsibilities  strictly  so  that  th^iB^:/fl4flpiae#l*l&.org/doc/46938c/, 
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slay  to  *-hoir  abilities. 

Chapter  1.  (ieneral  Rules. 

Article  1.  these  Kegulations  shall  define  matter®  regarding  the 
responsibilities  of  a  ro0imental  comnandor  and  his  inferiors 
as  ’-ell  r.s  interior  regulations,  however  in  aoolylng  them  to 
combat  units  the  Regulations  shall  be  enlorced  only  insofar 
as  they  do  not.  obstruct  their  ooerutlonn  and  dofonso. 

uhapter  2.  Ooedienco 

Article  9.  At  all  ti  >es  and.  ur.  ior  al  l  circumstances  tho  obedince 
of  a  suoordinote  to  his  superior  Shall  be  strictly  enforced. 
This  also  applies  to  cases  in  which  tv  e  recipient  of  an  order 
is  not  the  direct  subordinate  of  t’  o  officer  issuing  the  order. 

Article  10.  In  relationships  between  superior  officers  and  in¬ 
ferior  officers,  betfeen  senior  officers  and  new  comers,  this 
rule  of  obedience  shall  also  be  observed  in  so  for  as  it 
does  not  obstruct  one  in  carrying  out  his  duties. 

Article,  li  .»n  order  shall  be  raspectfu  1/  obeyed  and  immediat¬ 
ely  oxecuted.  xt  in  not  oormitfced  to  discuss  the  right  or 
wrong  of  orde®  or  to  question  t’’e  causes  or  reasons  thereof. 
Whan  a  now  order  is  inconsistent  with  a  former  one,  the  re¬ 
cipient  of  the  order  shall  quietly  state  this  f>»ct  und  look 

for  larther  instructions. 
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•rtlcle  12.  soldiers  of  each  rank,  especially  those  In  Senior 
oosltlona  shall  be  responsible  for  )osltlvoly  expressing  to 
their  suoeriors  *hate”cr  they  belle”'  «■  ill  bring  benefits  to 
the  army  with  the  sincere  desire  of  assisting  their  r.uperiors. 
Kowov  r,  in  expressing  it,  orderly  oroeodure  must  not  bo 
diaturbod.  ..ireo”er,  once  a  superior  h .3  decided  on  any  course 
his  subordinates  shall  endeavor  to  carry  out  his  intentions 
devotedly,  f*l"ays  effacing  themselves  even  if  their  opinions 
are  doforent  from  his. 

Chaster  4.  Duties  of  Individual  Officers 


Parugri.  >h  1.  Regimental  Commander. 

Article  10.  The  Regimental  Commander  shall  be  res ponsible  for 
maintaining  military  discipline  for  enforcing  morals  and  for 
tho  education  and  training  of  troo  13  undor  his  command. 

Article  20.  The  Regimental  Commander  shall  he  the  center  of  the 
unity  ol  his  roglmont  and  shall  especially  endoovor  to  streng¬ 
then  tho  unity  of  his  regiment  by  training  and  instructing 
his  subordinates,  especially  the  officers,  so  that  tl  oy  may 
polish  and  brighten  tholr  soldierly  3iirlt,  .nrt  thU3  cooperate 
with  >ach  others  harmoniously. 

Pnta^rash  2.  Battalion  Conmandor 
Article  26.  The  dattnllon  Commander  shall  be.  rosoonsiblo  for 
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maintaining  military  discipline,  for  enforcing  morals  .rA  tor 
t)i«  education  and  training  of  troops  uider  his  command. 

Article  27.  The  Battalion  oomriAndo-'  ahull  endeavor  especially 
to  guide  and  to  superintend  the  training  and  interior  discip¬ 
line  of  tna  comnanios  under  his  command  so  an  to  have  then 
perfectly  understand  the  Ragimontul  Commander's  Intention.

The  Company  Commander  shall  be  the  central  nucleus 
for  the  unity  of  a  .irits  of  his  comonny:  he  shall  osoecially
